Schiff terms them, were included in a long 
statement in which Mr. Schiff defends his 
acts and those of his advisers. His etate- 
ment also atiacks public officials and news- 
papers that have ‘“ misrepresented’ and 
„abused him, and charges that Brandt, 
while confined in the Tombs, tried to biack- 
mall him by threats to blacken Mrs. Schiff's 
character. 

Mr. Schiff prepared the statement reluc- 
tantly, he says, and for the sole purpose of 
getting a chance denied him by the district 
attorney and the attorney genera! of putting 
his side of the/Brandt case before the pub- 
lic. 


Says Letter Reflects on Wife. 

He says Carl Fischer Hanson, ' disbarred 
aver and convict,” produced a lying let- 
ter from Brandt that reflected on Mrs. Schiff 
four days after Brandt was sentenced, and 
that thie tetter. forged, Mr. Schiff intimates, 
was the frst of a series of letters designed 
to injure him and bis family and to make 
Brandt out a mertyr.

Instead of 
conspiring against Brandt. he took, he saye, 
the only possible coursé-—prosécugion of a 
dangerous man. 

Mr. Bchiff says he was not unwilling at 
frst that Brandt should be given money to 
leave the country, but that when he 
convinced of Brandt's real character he was 
insistent on prosecution. 

He denies positively that he ever conferred

The work of hauling snow from the down- 
town district to the lake front was halted 
last night after complaint had been maa 
by ‘the Chicago Anti-Cruelty society that 
horses employed there were not being hu- 
manely treated. 

Hugo Krause of the society acted after 
three horses had been killed. Several others 
were sald to have fallen on ahpperg viaducts 


were ¢ on ned. They slid off an incline with 
their wagon and plunged into the lake. A 
hook and ladder company from the fire de- 
partment was ordered out, but the harses 
could not be found and are believed to have 
perished. The third horse was killed by a 
fall from the Randolph street vieduct which 
broke its neck, . 

About 300 horses are being used nightly 
in the work of hauling the snow out to the 
lake front. Many of these animals, it is 
sald, are improperly shod. No attempt has 
been made to put the viaducts over Which 
the loads are hauled in proper conditiop 
for draft animais hauling heavy leads, it ir 
sald, 


Horses Fal Down Constantly. 
The carelessness of those in charge ot 
the work has caused unspeakable suffering | 
among the animals used, said Mr. Krause, 
After I had been told of the Horses being 
killed I went out in person to see what was 
going on. Horses were falling down con- 
stantly. The viaducts were so slippery that 


load to advance without slipping. The men 
engaged in this work are not of the kind 
noted for their kindness to dumb brates. 
They urged the animals on with their whips 
and the poor beasts struggled and sd de- 
cause they were more afraid of the certain- 
ty of the lash than they were of the danger 
of falling.

They oer 
tainly took: all of chances, although 
of course their horses bore the brunt of the 
danger." 

After Mr. Krause had watched what was 
going on for some time he notined the fore- 
man in charge that unless sand was 
sprinkled on the causeways he would begin 
making ‘He also direeted that the 
drivers be instructed not to beat their ani- 
mals, About midnight teams were sent out 
to get sand and cinders to sprinkle over the 
viaducts.

“All three of you possess powers dele- 
grated to you by the pegple, but not parted 
with by the people and Therefore, as in the 
national constitution, the legislative branch 
has no power save that which is expressly 
granted to it by the constitution. 


Tells Division of Power. 
“Under the state constitution the legte 
lative body has all the power that is not for- 
bidéen it by the constitution. It is a funda- 
mental difference. I will speak of ours as & 
government of division of powers. That is 
“true insofar as we deal with the divison 
among the representatives of the people of 
the power delegated to them by the people, 
«but it ie not true if by it we mean there is 
a division of power between the people and 
the representatives. 

In the last resort the people after que 
deliberation are to be and must be the 
masters, and their representatives their 
servants. There is nothing ignoble in any 
man fit to be a public servant avowing that 
he is such. 

“It was Abraham Lincoln who, in his 
first inaugural, spoke of his absolute re- 
sponsibility to—I use his words— his mas- 
ters, the American people.’ 


Recall Decision, Not Judge. 

“Now, in the measure that I advocate, in 
the methods of securing à proper interpreta- 
tion of the constitution which I advocate, 
remember to take what I say, and not the 
headlines in the newspapers purporting to 
toll what I say. I am not advocating the 
recall of judges; Iam «a a measure 
which, if adopted, will prevent the necessity 
ot the recall of judges. I am not advocating 
the recall of the judge; I am advocating the 
recall of legalism to justice. 

“My proposal applies only to the legis- 
lative acts which the courts declare uncon- 
etitutional. I refer specifically to laws 
passed in the collective interests of the whole 
community, passed by the legislative body 
your body here—in the exercise of the power 
to promote the general welfare, in the exer 
cise of the police power which is inherent 
in the legislature. 

“If such à law duly dealing with the cob 
lective interests of the community as a 
whole, passed by the legislature and signed 
by the governor, is declared unconstitu- 
tional by the court, I ask that the people be 
given the right, if they choose, to exercise 
that right themselves to pass final judgment 
upon the proposition. 


Delay Stops Rule of Whim. 

“It has been said that this will substitute 
popular whim, the whim of a moment, for 
the decision of the judiciary. Consider my 
proposition for a moment. In the first place, 
the house that has to pass the law hes to 
be elected. Then the law is introduced into 
committee and threshed ut before the com- 
mittee. Then it goes into the house, is 
argued to and fro and passed by the house. 
It then goes up to the governor, arguments 
for and against it are put before him, and 
4t receives his signature. 

It then is tried in the courts, and it can- 
not possibly came to the final court before six 
or eight months.

‘Quotes Decision by Holmes. 

The I take in these matters is 
that of yoru’own Massachusetts justice on 

‘the federal Supreme court, Mr. Justice 
Holmes, when he says in a recent decision 
in the Oklahoma bank case—and I quote his 
words verbatim: 

It may be said in a nena way that 
the police power extende to all the great 
public needs. It may be put forth in aid of 
what is sanctioned by the usage or held by 
the prevailing majority or by a strong and 
preponderant opinion to he greatly and im- 
mediately necessary to the public welfare.’ 

** Justice Holmes has put the claim for the 
exercise of the police power by the state even 
more strongly than ever I have put it in 
advocating its exercise, and that opinion of 
Justice Holmes was given in handing down F 
the decision of the Supreme court of the 
United States, and that opinion now is a 
part of the supreme law of the land. 


Change Would Prevent Hitch. 

“ All I advocate is giving the people of the 
soveral states the right to put that opinion 
into. practical éffect as part of the law of 
the State, if the state court declines to follow 
the example of the Supreme court in that 
matter, declines to adhere to the doctrine 
thus laid down by Mr. Justice Holmes, a 
doctrine which is now part of the law of the 
nation. 

“If the state courts, if the Supreme court 
of the natfon in its past history, and if the 
several state courts had lived up to the doc- 
trine which is laid down by Mr. Justice 
Holmes, none of the decisions of which I 
have complained could have been made, and 
there would have been no neediof advocating 
the measure that I advocated.

Again Asks Primary Test. 

Col. Roosevelt's statement and his refer- 
ence to the opportunity for the people to ex- 
press themselves was placed squarely up to 
the Taft people in a letter from Col. Chaun- 
cey Dewey, chairman of the Illinois Roose- 
velt committee, to David R. Forgan, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Taft club. 

Some time ago Mr. Dewey asked the Taft 
men to agree to hold a primary in Chicago, 
County Judge Owens declaring it could be 
done and offering the aid of the county elec- 
tiow machinery.

Gov. Osborn Tells Michigan Legislature 
It Should Also Enact Bill to Compen- 
sate Injured Workmen. 


Lansing, Mich., Feb. 26.—[Special.)—After 
Gov. Osborn had read his meseage to the leg- 
islature, which convened in special seasion at 
noon today, urging the passage of a primary 
bill to go into immediate effect and requesting 
immediate action on the report of the com- 
mission on workingmen’s compensation, bills 
dra wm by the administration were presented 
in both the house and senete. 

Senator James Lee of Detroit, Democrat, 
presented a presidential primary bill similar 
to the one he fathered at the session a year 
ago. Lagt year the senate committee on ¢lec- 
tions failed to report out Lee's bill, but he 
says he will see action of some sort this time. 

The state constitution provides no legisia- 
tive act shall take effect until ninety days 
after the end of the session at which the act 
was passed except in the case of acts imme- 
diately necessary for the preservation of pub- 
ue peace, public health, or public safety. 

Referring to this clause in the constitution, 


Gov. Osborni said: 


“Tf it is right and advisable to enact a 
presidemtial preference primary law it is 
proper to give it immediate effect. 

It ie not necessary to borrow any device to 
justify putting a presidential primary law 
into immediate effect. Whatever is right is 
constitutional.”

Vegetable Soups Without Meat. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. : 
‘-OMMERCIALLY the vegetable soup 
means à pretty definite thing, often a 
greasy thing; dqmestically and ecclesi- 
astically it may mean several things. 
The five standard vegetables of its com- 
position—onion, potato, turnip, carrot, celery 
—may ahy one of them be but scantily or 
abundantly present, If they are combined in 
about equal quantities it is possible to get a 
blend that, when strained and combined with 
cream or milk, will make a soup. of as fine 
flavor and as dainty as a cream of asparagus 
or mushroom, and one with just enough more 
of piquancy of character to win highest 
praise, ; 
—_ — 

Meatless Vegetable Soup.—Put two table- 
spoons of butter or dripping in a soup kettle 
or large frying pan. When this is. hot put 
in cne medium onion diced and cook for two 
or three minutes. Then add one cup of car- 
rot, one cup of turnip, and one cup of potato 
which have been put through the meat chop- 
per with the coarse knife on. Add ope-half 
cup of celery cut in small slices, Stir all over 
the fire until the vegetables are slightly 
browned, add a quarter of a cup of rice 
(washed in three or four waters) and two 
quarts of cold watérf Bring slowly to a boil- 
ing point and simmer one hour. Press through 
colander and put on stove, again seasoning to 
taste. Add a tablespoon of butter mixed with 
two tablespoons of flour and one-half pint of 
milk. The flour, butter, and milk may be 
made into a white sauce and thoroughly 
cooked before it is added to the strained 
vegetables. 

Ot course, when the milk or white sauce are 
added we have a cream of vegetable soup, but 
this soup is very good without these, either 
strained or unstrained, The addition of a lit- 
tle butter helps to improve the quality. When 
the soup 
would be considered more attractive looking, 
by most people, if the. vegetables were sliced 
instead @f put through the grinder as in the 
following: * 

Cream of Vegetable Foup.— Wash, peel, and 
cut up two carrots, two potatoes, and two 
white turnips into one-half inch dice, with 

ne-fourth head of cabbage and some cel 
eaves. Boll in a pint and a half of water 
until soft, then mash through a strainer with 
the liquor. Make a white sauce by creaming 
together a tablespoon each of butter and 
flour, and adding a cup of milk and seasoning 
to taste. Add the strained vegetable liquid 
gradually to this, let it boll up and serve.

In the making of their soups some vegeta- 
rlans use olive or peanut oil in which to 
sauté their vegetables before adding the wa- 
ter. There is an indescribable flavor secured 
by first'frying or sautéing the vegetables that 
is all the more needed when the soup is not 
made with a meat stock. ‘ 

Soup without Meat.—One ounce of butter, 
one onion sliced, one head of celery, one let- 
tuce, one bunch parsley, one handful spinach, 
two pleces of bread crust, one blade of mace, 
salt and pepper to taste, one or two eggs, one 
teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon vinegar, one 
quart of water. Melt butter in stewpan, put 
in onion and cook gently for five minutes 
then add all the vegetables which have been 
Stir them and cook for

MENINGITIS. 


BOUT every so often a case of epi- 
A demic meningitis occurs in every 
community, and at jong intervals it 
breaks out into a regular epidemic. 
ingitis does not behave just as 
measles does. It will jump about in a 
town, skipping blocks. As a matter of 
geography it is bard to understand it. If 
a health officer takes a map and on it 
spots the cases in a scarlet fever epidemic 
it is easy to show the effeets of contacts. 
Meningitis skips from one place to an- 
other so that a spot map shows nothing 
of foci infection. 
~~ 
The reason is that meningitis is a good 
deal like pneumonia in some particulars. 
In each of these diseases the germs get 
into the nose and throat. In each of them 
the average person who gets the germ 
does not get the disease in each of them 
well persons carrying the germs can com- 
munieate it to others; in each of them re- 


covery from the disease does not mean 


that the germ disappears from the throat 
and nose. All of which means that it is 
much more difficult to isolate cases of 


{| meningitis than cases of smallpox or scar- 


let fever. 

The epidemiologic rule is that in times of 
epidemic all people should take especia! 
pains to keep the nose and throat clean. 
All cases should be well isolated not only 
during the attack but subsequently until 
the coccus disappears from the nose secre- 
ion. 

Why the coccus in one ‘instance stays 
on the surface and in another gets 
through and into the blood or into the 
membranes which cover the brain we 
have no idea. 


We have a few 0 4 to Why 
the pneumonia coccus in one man stays on 
the membrane and in another gets into 
the blood and is carried to the lungs, but 
we do not know enough about it to be of 
any practical sePvice. With meningitis 
we are still poorer in exact knowledge. 


There is a practical point that grows | 


out of the little we know, and that is 
when a person has meningitis or pneu- 
monia or has recovered from either the 
nose and throat secretions for years there- 
after should be burned or boiled—other- 
wise the carrier may harm his family or 
friends.

royal familty. 

Ot course the premier is careful to nom- 
inate only those of his followers to the royal 
household who are personally known and 
agreeable to both the king and the queen, 
and if they cease to please the latter their 
resignation is demanded of them by the sov- 
ereign, as in the case of Lord Hamilton of 
Dalzell, who was relieved the other day of 
his post of lord in waiting to the king be- 
eause of his incrimination in a sensational 
divorce suit.

The salary attached to the office of treas- 
urer ot the royal household is small, amount- 
ing to not more than $5,000 a year, which 
is a mere drop in the bucket to a man who, 
through his wife, is so rich that he can afford 
to buy, and especially to live in and maintain, 
the wonderful house of the late South Af- 
rican multimilliongeire, Alfred Beit, in Park 
Lane. * 

The office, however, carries with it all sorts 
of valuable prerogatives, which will be high- 
ly prized by Mrs. Guest, such as the presence 
by right at all court entertainments and 
state functions. and, above all, what is 
known as the entrée, that is to say, the right 
of entering the palace at state functions by 
the gate that is restricted to ambassadors,

its training and knowledge of modern mili- 
tary tactics.

Ally his daughters, including the queen 
of 15 received their education at St. 
Petersburg, where they were brought up 
under the direction and at the expense of the 
dowager empress and of her mother-in-law, 
the late Czarina Marie, these two imperial 
ladies providing them with thelr trousseaux 
when they married; while their dowries of 
a million rubles apiece came to them from 
Alexander II., Alexander LIL, and from 
the present czar of Russie. ; 

There is hardly a thing, indeed, in Mon- 
tenegro belonging to the reigning family 
which is not a gift from the court of Russia, 
and King Nicholas of Montenegro, who, de- 
spite his wonderful literary gifts, charm of 
manner, and gallantry a8 @ soldier, ig an in- 
veterate gambler, has beer obliged to have 
frequent recourse to the late and the present 
Russian emperors in order to extricate him- 
self from financial embarrassment.

Being in this - way in every respect a de- 
pendent upon the czar, if not officially, at 
any rate materially, he is compelled to re- 
celve with becoming humility and submis- 
sion any rebuke which the emperor may see 
fit to administer, and will return to his do- 
minions in a chastened frame of mind. 

The fact of the matter is that Russia and 
all the other great powers are extremely 
anxious to prevent the present war between 
Turkey and Italy from developing into « 
more extended international confiiet this 
spring, and are determined to restrict the 
area of hostilities and to bring them to a 
close as quickly as possible. These efforts 
in behalf of peace, however, will be more 
than useless if the king of Montenegro en- 
courages the Albanians to take advantage 
of Turkey’s embarrassment to rise against 
the sultan when the snows melt, and if Buls 
garia affords similar enéouragement to the 
unruly Christian inhabitants of Macedonia. 

That is why. Emperor Nicholas has been 
reading the riet act to King Nicholas, who 
went to St. Petersburg in order to argue thet 
he could no longer prevent his subjects from 
Joining their co-religionists in Albania 
against Turkey, and te ask for fnancial 38 
sistance and encouragement.

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COAL MEN ATTACK | LIVESTOCK LATE: PRIGES RISE 


RAIL COMMISSION 


Operators Charge Order for 
Distribution of Cars Ex- 
ceeds Body’s Authority. 


FIRMS SEEK INJUNCTION. 


File Bill in U. S. Court; Want J. 
C. Prevented from Obey- 
ing Dictum. 


Charges that the Illinois railroad and ware- 
house commission has exceeded its authority 
and is.in effect attempting to regulate inter- 
state railroad traffic are embodied in a bill 
filed against the Illinois Central railroad 
company in the United States District court 
yesterday. The coal operators of the state 
fear a genera) strike of 72,000 miners and 
are anxious to get all the coal shipments out 
within the next few weeks. This helps to 
explain the activity in fighting a ruling that 
distributes the coal car supply unfavorably 
to certain companies. 


Call Order Illegal and Unjust. 

The Taylor Coal company, operating a 
mine at Duquoin, III., and the Security Coal 
and Mining company, with two mines near 
Herrin, III., both of which ship most of their 
coal out of the state, have filed the bil ask- 
ing an injunction restraining the Illinois 
Central from putting into effect an order 
issued by the commission a week ago ap- 
proving the railroad’s plan of distributing 
cars. 

The Taylor and Security companies de- 
clare the Illinois Central knows the order of 
the migsion to be illegal and void, and 
unjust, inequiteble, and discriminative in 
favor of intrastate against interstate oper- 
ators. They ask for an immediate injunction 
against the enforcement of the new schedule. 


Western Line in New Hands. 
New interests, represented by bankers of 
Ulinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin, have taken 
charge of the Denver, Laramie and North- 
western railway, and the announcement has 
been made that the road will be extended 
this year to Scott, Colo., forty-four miles 
northwest of Greeley, the present terminus. 

The floating and bonded debt of the road 
has been reduced from $2,500,000 to $1,000,000. 
The new capital, which represents the dif- 
ference, is said to have been invested in the 
stock of the company, which heretofore 
has been issued only as a bonus to further 
the sales of its bonds.

REPUBLIC IRON WILL PASS 
ITS QUARTERLY DIVIDEND. 


Board of Directors of Trust’s Greatest 
Competitor Suspend Payment to Con- 
serve Assets. 


New York, Feb. 26.—The Republic Iron and 
Steel companx. which last spring precipitated 
an “open market in the steel Industry by 
aggressively cutting prices, will pass its next 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent on its pre- 
ferred stock, according to announcement 
made after the close of the stock market to- 
day by John A. Topping, chairman of its 
board of directors. 

Rumors that the company would reduce its 
dividend to a 4@65 per cent annua! rate had 
been current, but its suspension came as a 
surprise to Wall street. Chairman Topping 
issued the following statement: ;

The ap- 
proval of the plans. however, aided Gerhardt 
to cdllect another portion of his fee.
